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Applicant submitted an amendment after-final incorporating the subject matter of claims 35 and 
36 into the independent claims. The subject matter of claim 35 was inadvertently indicated as being 
allowable. It is noted in the final office action on page 4, third full paragraph, that Wustman teaches a 
particulate which may be alumina, chromia, hafeia, zirconia, and lanthana, to name a few. This clearly 
meets the limitation of claim 35, which names oxides such as zirconia, hafiiia, and lanthana. 
Furthermore, the reasons given for indicating allowable subject matter refer specifically to nitrides and 
carbides, not oxides. 

Incorporation of the oxide limitation into the independent claims does not overcome the rejection 
over Wustman.
